And What Have You

H am lin’s 
first 
United 
Way 
Campaign got underway this week 
with the opening of the advance 
division. For most of you, the drive 
will not get underway until Mon­ 
day, Oct. 20, as this is when the 
major drive will begin. 


Now, however, is the time to 
begin thinking about what your fair 
share of this community effort will 
be. If all of us will give just our fair 
share, we will not have any trouble 
reaching our $9,000 goal. 
But all of us must remember that 
we are actually giving to 14 dif­ 
ferent organizations when we are 
contacted and we must give ac­ 
cordingly, if this one drive a year is 
going to work for us. 
All of us get tried of working on 
one drive right after another and 
having to donate to something 
every time we turn around. But by 
the same token we can not cut back 
on our giving just because we are 
only asked to give once. You do not 
have to come up with the full 
amount to support all of these 
organizations all at once, however. 
You car. pledge to pay by the 
month, by the quarter or semi­ 
annually. You can also give 
authorization for a bank draft so 
that you do not have the needless 
bother of writing a check each 
month. 
Many of you will be given an 
opportunity to make your donation 
through a payroll deduction plan 
whereby 
your 
em ployer 
will 
withhold the amount you desire 
from your check each week or 
once a month 
One of the problem areas with 
United Way campaigns nationwide 
is with health agencies. Some 
organizations will take part in the 
United Way campaign and some 
will not. Because of charter 
restrictions the March of Dimeu, 
American Cancer Society and the 
Heart Fund can not take part in 
United Way campaigns. 
Because of this, the executive 
committee voted to include birth 
defects, cancer research and heart 
research in the budget. This money 
will be offered to the above men­ 
tioned organizations through their 
local representatives. If they 
refuse it, it will be donated to a 
major research center here in 
Texas dealing with that particular 
disease. 
In the case of some of the health 
organizations, it is expected that 
they will continue with their annual 
campaigns because they feel that 
the educational part of their 
campaigns are as valuable as the 
money raised. 
All of this puts both sides in a 
quandary. Some of the health 
organizations want to have their

Now, however, is the time to 
begin thinking about what your fair 
share of this community effort will 
be.
